ALBANY,’ Jan. 17.—Simplification of 
the ‘election machinery’ of the State, 
combined witK an annual saving of at 
least $500,000, is given by its sponsors 
as the object of a bill introduced in the 
Legislature, teday by the Joint Legisla- 
tive Committee on Recodificgtion and 
Revision of the Blection Law. The bill 
was introduced simultaneously with thé 
subfnission of the commitfte’s report. 

According’ to the report, the proposed 
election law is one-third less bulky than 
the existing statute. In one article are 
contained all the provisions with regard 
to party organization; another 
with the tenure of election officials; in 
another the officials’ duties are out- 
lined; another relates to ballots and re- 
turns; another provides for enrollment 
and régistration; in another provision 
is made for. the conduct of elections; 
dnother déals with voting machines; 
canyass of results is outlined in another, 
while .still other sections have- to do 
with Presidential eléttors, United States 
Senators and Representatives, \ soldiers’ 
and sailors’ vote, filing of accounts of 
election receipts and expenditures, and 
provisions as to judicial proceedings. 

“This arrangement. is advantageous,” 
the report says, “‘ because the Secretary. 
of State, instcad,-as now, of sending to 
election inspectors all over the State a 
book of 400 pages containing the entire 
élection law, may; under the new law, 
send to them two or three articles only 
which prescribe their entire duties at 
registration-and upon election day, in a 
pamphlet.of some fifty pages.’’ 

The bill would extend to New York 
City the system im operation elsewhere, 
under which pol! books and the services 
of poll clerks are unneccssary, Ballot 
clerks would be eliminated in that -city, 
the: committee believing that four in- 
spéctors, one giving out ballots, one at 
the box-receiving them-and two-at 
registers checking identities, can readily 
poll the vote. 

The election district would be made 
the primary district throughout the 
State. At present; in second and third 
class cities, the primary. district is com- 
posed of two contigtous. election dis- 
tricts. _ Advertising ‘and printing - ex- 
péhnses generally would-be reduced n 
many. ways, with an estimated saving 
of at least $500,000. 

}- No change is proposed in the existing 
provisions regarding direct © primaries 
and party conventions, although. thé 
committee asserts it has strengthened 
these. provisions .and made them more 
workabie ‘‘ by assimilating the direct 
primary in practically all respects with 
the general election and providing for a 
simplified form of ‘primary petition 
wHich will:obviate some of the pitfalls 
and ‘technicalities attendant upon the 
use’ of the present form of petition.’’

HUMANIZING THE MOVIES. 

Having humanized the post office in 
ten months, Mr. Witt H. Hays, if 
anybody, should be able to, humanize 
the movies. It is a formidable task. 
Already in half-a dozen States there 
aretensorship boards-that apply moral 
codes deduced from somewhere in the 
fourth dimension. ."'Thus,. in Pennsyl- 
vania it is forbidden to portray “ ex 
pectant maternity,’’ so that if a movie 
heroine knits baby shoes she has to do 
it somewhere out of focus.\ A pro- 
ducer may spend hundreds of thou- 
sands in an éffort to’ give the public 
its money’s-worth, but if he is not pre- 
cisely forewarned—by astrology, the 
ulmanac or his inner consciousness—as 
te the*moral lucubrations of the polit- 
ically appointed: censors, it is all love's 
labor lost. For the Postmaster Gen- 
‘cral to humanize the postman is-one 
thing. °Mr. Hays will have conquered 
a new world if he prevails upon the 
censor to have a heart. 

Then there are the other States to 
reckon with where there are no movie 
censors. ‘The portent here is thé pro- 
ducér who has failed to. gauge. tHe 
precisé moral lane of the American 
public... We are gil interested in mat- 
ters of sex and’ crime; but. we hold 
it highly. indecorous to go beyond cér- 
tain narrow limits in exploiting either. 
The movie producer, if he has the re- 
spect for his art and his public which 
alone wins financial success, may raise 
curtosity, and expectation to the h hitgh- 
est pitch ; but, when his. audience is 
assembled, he’is very careful net to 
shock it really. ~The American public 
wants its movies passionate but pure. 
Out in those forty-odd States, how- 
ever, there are fly-by-night producers 
who, thunder as loudly in the camera 
as on the biliboards.: Nothing but the 
stern law of copyright kept them from 
giving a real version of ‘* The Sheik,”’ 
They have even been known to drama- 
tize the-latest crime passionel of mur- 
der or divorte;, with the..hero or 
heroine appearing personally in’ the 
film. “That is flagrantly. against pub- 
lic policy—especially against the public 
policy of the movie {ndustry, in that 
it ‘tends to an extension of the censor- 
ship. Mr. Hays will haye to'stimulate 
also the cardiac system. of those who 
not only promise but perform. While 
he singa‘to the’censor in a major key, 
bis song to the too adventurous’ ‘pro- 
ducer will be a plaintive lullaby. 

There are observers, perhaps unduly 
skeptical, who relate this sudden ef- 
fort at humanization with the well-, 
known: depression in the amusemeiit. 
industry.. A few, quite obviously 
cynics, express a doubt whether the 
amount of Mr. Hars’s salary ‘is any- 
where extant.in a world so thoroughly 
deflated. . Brightest among ‘the hu- 
manities is the spirit of faith. It is
